Korean Vets Bypass GI Un- 
employment Pay. By and large, 
Korea veterans readjusting to 
civilian life have not resorted 
to their GI unemployment bene- 
fits. 

In a recent survey it was re- 
Vealed that only 57 out of every 
1,000 discharged veterans cover- 
ed by the 1952 Veterans Read- 
justment Assistance Act were 
paid jobless benefits during the 
first eight and one-half months 
of the program, 

Under terms of the act, Korea 
veterans who served in the 
Armed Forces anywhere in the 
world since June 27, 1950, are 
eligible for unemployment com- 
pensation in the amount of $26 
a week, up to a maximum.of 26 
weeks, for each week during 
which they cannot obtain a job. 

Up to last September, 170,300 
initial claims had been filed by 
jobless Korea veterans who 
were paid a total of $24,500,000 
in compensation. The number of 
veterans who received one or 
more weekly payments, up to 
$26, was 114,000. 

Two factors accounted for the 
low total of claimants; favorable 
opportunities for employment, 
and the requirement that veter- 
ans use up state unemployment 
benefits first. 

The benefit, available ‘to all 
Korea veterans, is administered 
for the Federal Government by 
the state employment security 
agencies, Under the law provid- 
ing the program, eligible veter- 
ans who are also entitled to 
state or railroad unemploymagt 
insurnace compensation, must 
first exhaust this benefit before 
they can draw federal aid.

All the miracles of Jesug were used to meet human need and 
to give us a spiritual object lesson, There is an object lesson for 
us: wè are not primarily concerned with Lazarus, but with the 
issue of our own destiny, Our final concern is not whether in the 
days of his flesh Jesus could summon one back from the dead, 
but whether in our day or in any day he can lead us through the 
valley of the shadow of death and into God's House forever. The 
individual case of Lazarus is an indication of the universal Chris- 
tian Law that Christ is the Resurrection and the Life, that who- 
ever believeth in Him shall never die.
